Sixteen Varieties Of Apples Found 

’ Suitable For the West | 

After fifteen years of seed plant- 
ing the experimental work of the 
Dominion Department of Agriculture 
has developed sixteen varieties’ of 
apple trees sulted to the climatic 
conditions of the Prairie Provinces. 
Of these varieties two’ have been 
graded “very good” and four “good.” 
Horticultural experts point out, how- 
ever, that it will take several more 
tree generations to evolve the ideal 
species.

The a ce of a_ business 
street may be marred by the use of 
the sidewalks for storage or adver- 
tising purposes. Curb gasoline pumps 
do not add to the appearance of any 
street and should be_ prohibited. 
Electric light and telephone wires, 
when placed on a street tend to give 
it a ragged appearance. They should 
be placed underground in conduits or 
on lanes. 

The appearance of the res‘dential 
streets of any community reflects the 
mental attitude of the citizens, Every 
community should have a_ definite 


residential streets. The boulevard 
system should be used. 

Usually dt sidewalk four and a half 
feet in width placed at a distance of 
about two feet. from the street line 
with a graded roadway about twenty- 
four feet in width fs sufficient to 
accommodate all traffic on residential 
streets.
